PREFERRED TO SNOOZE. 


THE AFGHAN PRINCE, LIKE DEBS, 
FAILS TO SHOW UP. 


Delegation of Prominent Britishers 
Proceeds to Get Him Out of Bed 
to Keep an Engagement Made 
at Glasgow. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

GLASGOW, June 14.—(Special Dis- 
patch.) All arrangements were made 
for the Afghan Prince, Nasrulla Khan, 
to visit and inspect the thread works 
at Paisley and the ship-building yards 
on the Clyde today, but this morning 
Nasrulla positively refused to leave his 
bed in his hotel when he was aroused 
and informed that everything was in 
readiness for his coming. An elaborate 
luncheon had been prepared, and a 
large number of notable personages 
who had been invited, together with 
the corporation officials, were await- 
ing the arrival of the Prince, when 
they were notified that he was still in 
bed. A deputation of guests and offi- 
cers proceeded to the hotel, and finally 
induced his barbaric Highness to get 
up and keep his engagement to in- 
spect the ship-building yards, which 
he did. The hour being so late, the 
visit to the thread works was not 
made. 

Nasrulla acted in a similar manner 
in Liverpool, where he kept the guests 
waiting two hours on the occasion of 
his inspection of the electric railway in 
that city. The visit of the Afghan 
Prince has cost the English and In- 
dian taxpayers:a quarter of a million, 
but Nasrulla’s only donation since his 
arrival in Great Britain has been a 


gift of £20,000 to the Moslem Mosque 
in Liverpogh. 


CATASTROPHE. 


A Boiler Explosion at 
Fall River. 


Eight are Killed and Several 
Badly Hurt. 


The End of the Building is 
Blown Out and the 
Walls Settle. 


Flames Spring frem the Rains and 
Some of the Victims Are Barned 
Beyond Recoguition—The 
Bmgineer Arrested.

FALL RIVER (Mass.,) June 14.—The 
worst catastrophe that has visited this 
cit¥ since the Granite mill fire, occurred 
this morning at the Langley harness- 
shop, a four-story building. A new 
boiler exploded in the basement, blow- 
ing out the entire end of the structure 
and allowing the upper floors to settle 
into the mass of ruins. There were 
about forty-six persons, most of them 
women, at work in the shops, of whom 
‘only Henry J. Langley, the proprietor, 
George E. Davol, the foreman, and 
seven other employees have been res- 
cued up to 9:30 o'clock. 

Flames communicated with the ruins 
soon after the explosion. The firemen 
made herbe efforts to rescue the im- 
prisoned people. Shrieks from the girls 
in the ru were mingled with the 
agonigzed cries of friends. Every physi- 
cian who could be reached was sent at 
once to the scene. The offices and 
houses in the vicinity were turned into 
temporary hospitals. At 9 o'clock the 
badly-charred and scarcely-recogniza- 
ble body of a woman was taken from 
the ruing. The fire had been squenched, 
but it was still smouldering, and the 
work of fescue went on with great dif- 
ficulty.

Langley is in a critical condition. 
The shock broke the windows of the 
Stafford mill and injured several opera- 
tives. The harness-shop is a total 
wreck but the flames are under con- 
trol.

A NEGRO UPRISING. 


The Killing of a Colored Desperado 
Enrages His People.

AUGUSTA (Ga.,) June 14.—Telegrams 
from Mt. Carmel, S. C., tell of a threat- 
ened race war. A few days ago Doc“ 
Sanders, a noted desperado, was killed 
by G. T. Baker and John L. Tarrant 
while resisting arrest. He opened fire 
on them, and they shot him down. 
Sanders was a negro leader, and the 
negroes threaten war. 

The authorities of Mt. Carmel have 
appealed to the Governor for help, and 
he has ordered the Abbeyville Rifles 
to the scene. That section of the coun- 
try is thickly settled with negroes, and 
if there is an uprising there will be 
grave trouble. The registration has in- 
tensified the feeling of the blacks to- 
ward the whites.

WHAT IT WILL COST. 


Terme of Settlement Between be- 
faulter Taylor and South Dakota.

PIERRE (S. D.) June 14.—Atty-Gen. 
Crawford has returned to the city. The 
terms granted Taylor is settlement in 
full for the $344,277 due the State, and 
the surrender of W. W. Taylor.

LOUISVILLE (Ky.,) June 14.—The 
large personal following of Secretary 
Carlisle in this city and the keen inter- 
est felt by all classes in the currency 
question filled the Music Hall this even- 
ing with such a crowd as it never before 
saw congregated on a similar occasion. 
Long before the hour at which the ad- 
dress was to be given the hall was 
filled to overflowing, the well-to-do and 
business man jostling with the laborer 
and mechanic for a convenient seat. 
Nor was the meeting a gathering of 
Democrats to honor a party leader. Re- 
publicans were out in force. 

Promptly at 8&8 o'clock Mr. Carlisle 
come forward and was presented by C. 
R. Long. His reception should have 
satisfied the most expectant. When the 
tremendous applause subsided, in his 
clear, incisive voice, Mr. Carlisle waded 
immediately into his subject. 

Mr. Carlisle repeated his argument 
that the undervalued metal would be 
driven out of the country by the adop- 
tion of a bimetallic system, and at some 
length paid attention to the claim that 
the fall in the price of silver was due to 
a demonetization. He said: 

“It is insisted, it is claimed. that the 
fall in the price of silver is attributable 
to the legislation in Germany, the 
United States, France and various other 
countries during and since the year 
1873, and, most illogically, it is also in- 
sisted that, notwithstandingthe reduced 
price of that metal is the result of un- 
friendly action of a great many govern- 
ments acting in concert and with a set- 
tled purpose, the United States can 
alone restore value of ativer. of 
course, if red 

of twelve or 
governments to price 
of silver to its present state, 
it would seem quite clear that no one 
of them alone could restore it, and if 
the depreciation in the value of siiver 
as compared to gold has been caused 
solely by the adverse lecisiaticn com- 
plained of, it follows that if that legis- 
lation had never taken place the vaiue 
of silver as compared to gold would not 
be the same as it was in 1872, before 
that 2 occurred. What, then, 
would have occurred? What, then, 
would have been the result? Not a sin- 
gle dollar of full legal-tender silver 
would have been in circulation in the 
United States at this time or at any 
time since 1872, because at that time the 
bullion contained in the silver dollar 
Was worth about 3 per cent. more than 
the bulllon contained in the gold dollar.

“The same law which drove silver 
out of circulation under the acts of 
1834 and 1837 would have kept it out, 
and instead of having in circulation 
among the people about three hundred 
and ninety-eight million legal tender 
silver dollars, as we have now, we 
would have had none. The fall in the 
price of silver was not due to the legis- 
lation complained of, but to an enor- 
mous overproduction. The average an- 
nual production of silver in the world 
during the five years next preceding 
1868 was about $66,000,000, while in 1893 
it was over $209,000,000, an increase of 
216 per cent.; much greater than the 
increase of business or the popula- 
tion of the world. 

“Notwithstanding the fall in silver, 
silver mining continues to be a most 
profitable industry, while the farmers 
and other producers are struggling to 
live comfortably, while the owners of 
silver mines have accumulated enor- 
mous fortunes. It is not necessary to 
discuss what might be the effect of 
permanent or temporary establishment 
of an international ratio by the agree- 
ment of the commercial countries of 
the world, because the free coinage 
people repudiate the suggestion that 
any other nation should be consulted, 
and that all that is necessary is for the 
United States to proceed independently 
at once. If the fiat of a single govern- 
ment is sufficient to impart value to a 
coin or any other commodities, per- 
haps these gentlemen are right, but 
the whole world had been wrong for 
thousands of years, and all labor and 
all the taxation to which the people 
of the world have been subjected in the 
past has been unnecessary and unjust- 
ifiable. 

That the flat of the government does 
not make money was illustrated by the 
history of the trade dollar. That was 
coined free of charge and delivered 
without expense to the owners of bul- 
lion and contained thirty-six more 
grains than was contained in two half 
dollars or four quarters. It was legal 
tender for all debts up to 35. just as 
half dollars and quarters were. The 
trade dollar, more valuable intrinsic- 
ally, but without the credit of the gov- 
ernment, sank to 80 cents, while, the 
less valuable coins were maintained at 
full par. What happened to the trade 
dollar was exactly what would happen 
to all other silver dollars if free and 
unlimited coinage were adopted.

Still another obstacle is discovered in 
the attitude of England and in the un- 
derstanding that Germany is likely to 
be largely influenced by that nation. It 
is remembered that some of the Ger- 
man bimetallists themselves have de- 
clared that it was inexpedient to take 
any steps without the co-operation of 
England and it has been made very 
clear by Sir William Harcourt that 
while the present government remains 
in power in England there will be no 
encouragement by that country of a 
change from the gold standard. 

BADEN NOT FOR IT.

A BELGIAN VIEW. 

BRUSSELS, June 14.—M. Alphonse 
Allard, delegate from Belgium to the

WASHINGTON, June 14.—Director of 
the Mint R. E. Preston estimates the 
world’s production of gold for the cal- 
endar year 1894 to have approximated 
8,870,518 fine “ounces, of the value 
$181,510,100, against $158,836,000 for 1893, 
showing an increase during the year 
of $22,674,000. The greatest increases in 
the production of gold during the year 
were: Africa, $11,400,000; Australia, 
$6,072,000; United States, $3,500,000; Mex- 
ico, $3,195,000. 

Preston estimates the world’s pro- 
duction of silver for 1894 at 165,198,338 
fine ounces of the coinage value of 
$214,381,000; the bullion value of the

same at the average price (63% cents) of 
silver for 1894 was $105,348,135, showing 
a difference between the coinage value 
and bullion value of $109,132,966.' The 
increase in the production of silver in 
1894 over 1893 was 722,000 ounces. The 
greatest increases in the production of 
silver were: Bolivia, $10,800,000; Mexico, 
$3,500,000; Peru, $2,000,000; Chile, $1,400,- 
000; Greece, $1,400,000. Both the produc- 
tion of gold and silver in 1894 exceeded 
that of any prior year in the world's 
history. 

Preston is of the opinion that his esti- 
mate of gold and silver production of 
1894 is a conservative estimate and he 
is of the opinion that, were the exact 
facts known, they would show an in- 
crease even greater than stated.

“To the Cuban people: Maximo Go- 
mez is in command, with 2000 men. The 
Marquis of Santa Lucia, with the cry 
of ‘Cuba Libre,’ has joined him, with 
1500 men. Twenty of the most noted 
gentlemen of Puerto Principe accom- 
pany the worthy son of Camaguay. 
There is no hope for Spain. Remidos 
has protected the landing of Roloff and 
his 280 men. He brings munitions of 
war and 5000 pounds of dynamite. The 
landing of Yeoo and Seraphine San- 
chez is confirmed. They bring Ameri- 
can pyrotechnics. Santo Spirula has al- 
ready seven armed bands. 

“Gen. Maceo, with 6000 macheteros, is 
destroying and burning everything 
which he finds in his way. The liberal 
Spaniards have nothing to fear. Lives 
and property will be respected while 
assistance is not rendered the govern- 
‘ment. If Spain had hunted for a gen- 
eral whose mission was to annihilate 
the 24 army no one would have 
been tter suited therefor than Mar- 
tinez Campos, who does not let the poor 
and tired soldiers have any rest.

Maceo, ac- 
cording to a dispatch from Holquin, has 
shot two prisoners who were recently 
captured by the insurgents. The in- 
surgent band commanded by Regino Al- 
fonse, inthe district of Palma de Pinro 
has broken into the stores at Roque 
Contrareas. Alfonse fell into an am- 
bush and was wounded by a voluntéer 
cavalryman. It is reported that a fllt 
bustering schooner was sighted off the 
coast not far from Havana. 

The insurgents have burned the vil- 
lage of San Vincent, near San Christo. 
The steamer Mexico has arrived at 
Neuvilas, province of Puerto Principe, 
from Spain. She had on board 900 sol- 
diers, who have left for Puerto Prin- 
cipe. The insurgent bands commanded 
by Maceo and Bandera have appeared 
in the neighborhood of Quabajaney, 
province of Santiago de Cuba, and have 
plundered stores belonging to Ceranada 
and Matutano. 

Col. Segana has had a skirmish with 
the insurgents near Songo. in- 
surgents lost two killed and left fiv 
wounded on the field.

DAMAGING ADMISSIONS. 


CONFESSION OF PERALTA-REAVIS 
IN OPEN COURT. 


He Claims That the Southern Pacific 
Aided and Abetted Him in His 
Frauds—Parties Who Knew of 
the Fabrications.

ST. LOUIS, June 14.—A special to the 
Globe-Democrat from Santa Fe, N. M., 
says that James Addison Peralta-Rea- 
vis, who, for some days, has been on 
the witness stand in the famous Peralta 
land-claim case, has made admissions 
most damaging to the Southern Pacific 
Railroad management. His story is 
that he abandoned the Peralta grant 
until a row arose between Tom Scott of 
the Texas Pacific and the Southern Pa- 
cific magnates, Huntington, Crocker 
and others. When the railroad fight de- 
veloped and Scott beat the Southern Pa- 
cific out of its land grant, Reavis 
thought that his papers in the Peralta 
grant might be of some value to the 
Southern Pacific. He showed them first 
to W. W. Stow, a well-known politician 
and lawyer of the Pacific Slope. Stow 
confirmed his impression that he had 
something that the Southern Pacific 
would like to get hold of. 

Stow provided a way whereby Reavis 
and the papers reached the inner cir- 
cles of the Southern Pacific manage- 
ment. The Southern Pacific made a 
contract to furnish all the money neces- 
sary for the prosecution of the Peralta 
claim, in return for which the South- 


‘ern Pacific was to have half of the 


grant. From that time Reavis acted, 
he said, under the direction of the coun- 
sel of the Southern Pacific. He discov- 
ered in June, 1882, that the deed was 
spurious. Yet in March, 1883, under 
the advice of counsel, he filed before 
the Surveyor-General of Arizona 

claim to the grant, based on the deed, 
and this counsel was that of the South- 
ern Pacific. Reavis said he did not tell 
the Southern Pacific lawyer that he was 


‘satisfied that the deed was spurious, 


but did give him the name of Miguel 
Peralta as one who knew more about 
the deed than any living man. He 
urged that the Southern Pacific lawyer 
send for Miguel Peralta and get his 
statement, but the lawyer did not take 
his advice, so the claim was filed and 
— on the basis of the deed in ques- 
on. 
Reavis said he believed that Dr. W. 
W. Gitt of St. Louis could tell more 
than any one else about the fabrication 
of the papers. Elaborating his testi- 
mony concerning the interest of the 
Southern Pacific in pushing the grant 
under the deed, Reavis said: When I 
pressed for a decision on the claim by 
the Surveyor-General of Arizona, I did 
so because I was acting under the ii- 
rection of counsel. I differed from the 
counsel on the question of the with- 
drawal of lands within this grant from 
the public domain. I never wished to 
cast a cloud on titles in that Tefritory.”

SAN FRANCISCO, June 14.—Three 
suits for damages aggregating $150,000 
will be filed against the Pacific Mail 
Company tomorrow as the result of the 

of the steamer Colima. One suit 
A be brought by Charles Thornton, 
hose wife was a passenger on the 
Colima. Another will be brought by 
Mrs. Thomas Gray, whose husband was 
in charge of the refrigerator room, and 
the third complainant is T. C. Struck- 
mann, whose mother was drowned. 

The complaints as prepared by At- 
torney Phillips charge that the cargo of 
the steamer was badly stowed and that 
the officers showed neglect in not giv- 
ing the passengers warning of the 
danger so that they could have taken 
measures to save their lives. It is 
charged that life-preservers were not 
given to the passengers and that there 
were not enough life-preservers on 
board to supply all who needed them. 

Other charges are that the Colima 
Was not properly equipped and that the 
discipline on board was lax. It is also 
alleged that the San Juan left the scene 
of the wreck too soon, and that, had her 
captain exercised due diligence, other 
lives might have been saved. 

A SEAMAN’S ARRAIGNUENT 


SAN FRANCISCO, June 14.—George 
D. Ross, for many years a seaman in 
the United States Navy, was the prin- 
tipal witness at today’s investigation 
by the Federal inspectors into the loss 
of the steamer Colima. He stated that 
in his opinion Capt. Taylor of the Co- 
lima and the other officers were in- 
competent, adding that no effort had 
been made to save the passengers, or 
even to warn them of danger, and that 
no effort had been made to set sail aft 
to steady the ship. 

He characterized the statement of 
Third Officer Hansen that the boats 
were in proper condition for lowering 
as a tissue of lies only equalled by Han- 
Sen's other false statements regarding 
the shipwreck. Ross says that 
Colima’s boats were swung in and were 
lashed down, the falls unhooked and 
all parts of the fall strapped to the 
davits. He said that the Colima’s 
cargo had been stowed slack, and so 
shifted in the storm. He said that the 
disaster was due to this improper stow- 
ing of the cargo, to the steamer’s being 
top-heavy by reason of overloading, 
and to incompetent officers. A long 
cross-examination failed to shake the 
positiveness of this testimony. 


Getting it From Mexico.

SAN FRANCISCO, June 14.—The 
United States government is having a 
good deal of trouble regarding the 
schooner Star of Freedom, which was 
stolen from this city some months ago 
by Oscar Bartles. The owner of the 
Star of Freedom laid her up in Oak- 
land Creek last summer and went off 
to sea. When he returned to this city 
his vessel was gone, and, on making 
an investigation, he learned that she 
had been sailed to Ensenada, Lower 
California, by Bartles. When the 
owner of the vessel went to Ensenada 
to take possession of her, however, the 
Mexican government refused to give 
her up, and he returned to this city 
without his vessel. 

The Federal authorities are deter- 
mined to secure possession of the ves- 
sel at any cost, so next week United 
States Marshal Baldwin will leave for 
Ensenada with the necessary papers, 
andy no doubt, the vessel will be turned 
over to him.

A. Monticello (Ii) dispatch says that 
Jesse Cornell and J. H. Parr, two 
young farmers of Willow Branch town- 
ship, were suffocated by firedamp while 
digging a well on the Doty farm, eight 
miles southwest of town. 

The employees of the Howard Harfi- 
son Iron Company, at Bessemer, Ala., 
the largest iron-pipe manufacturers in 
the South, have been given notice that 
on June 15 an advance of 10 per cent. 
in wages will be made. More than 1000 
men are affected. 

The League of Patriots at Paris con- 
tinues to organize meetings to protest 
against the participation of France in 
the approaching celebration at Kiel, 
and calling upon the inhabitants to dis- 
play flags draped with crepe as long as 
a French ship is in Kiel. 

A dispatch from Bement, III., says 
that a man named Cornell and another 
man, while digging a well on the farm 
of Thomas Dockley of Cisco, twelve 
miles north of that place, struck a 
flow of natural gas, which exploded, 
killing both men instantly. 

A reception was tendered Thursday 
evening to M. Paul Bourget, the re- 
cently-elected academican, at the 
French Academy at Paris by Viscount 
Vogue. It was attended by ladies of 
the highest rank, including Mme. 
Faure, the wife of the President. 

By the arrangement of July 23, 1893, 
the Yuma reservation,,. consisting of 
about four townships, is to be divided, 
and five acres are to be allotted to each 
Indian. The best of it will be thrown 
open to settlers. The traces of old 
surveys are obliterated, and a fresh one 
will be ordered. 

Notwithstanding the recent reports 
that the Boggy gold fields were not 
panning out as expected a rush still 
continues, and there are many old 
miners who insist that the strike is a 
big one.

Police Inspectors Houghton and Col- 
line of Boston have gone to Monterey, 
Mex., for the purpose of bringing back 
Albert J. Hosler, who was arrested in 
Monclava, Mex., this week, at the re- 
quest of the Boston police, for forging 
the name of Henry B. Hyde of the 
law firm of Hyde, Howe & Dickinson 
on several checks. 

A Mobile, Ala., dispatch says that 
Phillip Goodwin (colored) was hanged 
at 5:30 o'clock yesterday morning in 
the jailyard before a crowd of 500 peo- 
ple. He seemed badly frightened. The 
crime for which he died was the murder 
of John Poole, a section boss on the 
Louisville and Nashville road at Ven- 
ita, who had dismissed him.

The jury in the Matt Curtis murder 
case at Pueblo brought in a verdict of 
voluntary manslaughter last night.

THE GREAT POWER. 


MANHATTAN ELEVATED WILL USE 
ELECTRICITY. 


Southern Pacific Conductors to Fuar- 
nish Bonds—Restoration of Rates 
on the Southwestern Lines—New 
Stations—Santa Fe Changes. 


A new departure in operating the 
Manhattan Elevated Railroad of New 
York has been decided on. This is ex- 
plained by a dispatch received by The 
Times last night from Pittsburgh, Pa., 
and which is as follows: 

“A contract for the electrical equlp- 
ment of the Manhattan Elevated Rail- 
road of New York has been awarded to 
the Westinghouse Electric Company 
of Pittsburgh. It covers between 
$6,000,000 and $7,000,000. The first offi- 
cial announcement of the fact was 
given out by F. K. Hain, vice-president 
and general manager of the Manhat- 
tan road, who said: ‘Electricity is 
the power of the future in our business, 
and we must keep up with the times. 
The contract will involve between 
$6,000,000 and $7,000,000 worth of elec- 
trical apparatus. It will not mean a 
change in our roadway, but will give 
us a cheaper system of operation than 
is in use at present. Locomotives of 
200 horsepower will be used, and the 
cars will be heated and lighted by 
electricity.“ 

A RATE WAR. 

OMAHA (Neb.,) June 14.—Effective 
June 17, the Rock Island, in conjunc- 
tion with the Rio Grande and Rio 
Grande Western, will reduce the Mis- 
souri River and Mississippt River 
rates to Utah common points to meet 
the promulgated reduction of the Union 
Pacific. 

If the Union Pacific carries out its 
established basis of rates to Utah com- 
mon points, Colorado rates will be re- 
duced to the same proportion from 
Colorado common points as from the 
Missouri River. The present first-class 
rate from Denver to Utah is $2. The 
$1.65 rate, however, announced by the 
Transmissouri lines from Omaha to 
Utah, effective tomorrow, will reduce 
the Colorado rate to $1.32, being 80 per 
cent. of the Missouri River rate. Like 
reductions will be scheduled on other 
commodities. 

The Burlington, anticipating the cut 
announced this morning by the Union 
Pacific, telegraphed yesterday to their 
Chicago connections to quote the re- 
duced Chicago-Utah rates Saturday 
morning instead of Monday, the date 
appointed for the Union Pacific to go 
into effect. 

Had the Union Pacific allowed its 
first cut to become operative without 
the reduction on Monday, it would have 
resulted in a discrimination against 
Omaha business men. This fact being 
understood by the traffic department 
of the Union Pacific, the Chicago-Utah 
rates were made accordingly. 

SECURITY REQUIRED. 

SAN FRANCISCO, June 14.—The 
Southern Pacific has notified conductors 
on the Coast iDvision Railway that a 
bond of $2000 will be required from them 
as security from possible loss by cheat- 
ing or defalcation. The order is meet- 
ing with a great deal of opposition 
from the conductors. 

RATES MAY BE RESTORED. 

ST. LOUIS, June 14.—There are good 
prospects for a restoration of rates on 
the Southwest lines. The Missouri Pa- 
cific-Iron Mountain has taken indepen- 
dent action and given notice to its 
agents and connections that no more 
shipments would be received at any- 
thing less than full tariff. The other 
roads are expected to follow suit.

Rumor 
has it that they will build on this line, 
thus paralleling the Santa Fe through 
town, and locating their depot in the 
center of the town. 

The new schedule of train service of 
the Santa Fe, which took effect last 
Sunday, gives Lordsburg splendid mail. 
facilities. An exchange of mail for all 
points east is received twice a day. 

The new Southern Pacific line survey 
will parallel the Santa Fe to North Po- 
mona and beyond, says the engineer in 
charge of the work, besides running a 
line into Pomona proper.

DOBNER SURRENDERED. 


A SALOON-KEEPER HELD UP ON 
SECOND STREET. 


| 


The Robbers Threw Him Down and 
Struck Him with a Cane—One 
of the Culprits Captured by 
Street Car Conductor, > 


“Don’t kill me! I give up!“ were the 
words of a prostrate man on Second 
street between Hill and Olive, about 
12:45 o’clock this morning. Over him 
stood two ruffians, one of them brand- 
ishing a heavy cane and the other a 
revolver. 

The man on the ground was Frederick 
J. Dobner, a well-known liquor-dealer. 
As he uttered his affrighted plea’ for 
mercy he took a handful of silver from 
his pocket and gave it to the villains 
who had him in their power. They 
took this and ran away without reliev- 
ing him of other valuables, for they 
saw people, who had heard Dobner's 
cry, approaching. 

The robbers ran down Hill street 
with a group of young men living in 
the neighborhood, and who had heard 
the noise, im hot pursuit. About the 
middle of the block, P. O. Paulson, a 
burly street-car conductor who resides 
at No. 235 South Hill street, got close 
enough to one of the fugitives to catch 
him by the coat-tail and bring him to 
a sudden stop. The robber, who is 
himself a pretty stout man, tried to 
break loose, but Paulson held onto him 
until W. L. Jinks and several other 
young men came to his assistance, and 
together they took the culprit to the 
police station. The other robber es- 
caped. 

Dobner came to the station and fully 
identified the prisoner, who gave the 
name of Billy Morrison, as one of the 
men who assaulted him. Morrison tried 
to make it appear that he was an inno- 
cent party, but the excuses he made 
were very transparent, and his very 
countenance betrayed his guilt. 

Dobner had stood in front of the po- 
lice station conversing with a friend 
less than five minutes before the rop- 
bery urred. At Second and Broadway 
he and his friend parted, the latter go- 
ing down Broadway and Dobner start- 
ing up Second street to walk to his 
home at No. 1021 West First street. He 
had closed his saloon at No. 103 South 
Los Angeles street at midnight and 
had the bulk of the day’s receipts in 
his pockets. 

About half-way between Hill and 
Olive streets he met two well-dressed 
men. He turned aside to let them pass, 
but just at that moment both of them 
grabbed him and said: “Put up your 
hands and shell out your money.“ 

Dobner at first thought they were 
some chance acquaintances simply try- 
ing to scare him, and said: Gentle- 
men, I guess you don’t want to rob me.” 

“Yes, we do. Hand over your money 
and be quick about it,” was the reply. 

Then one of them made a grab at his 
watch, but Dobner, who is a very strong 
man, gave a jerk and broke away from 
them. As be started to run one of them 
tripped him, throwing him heavily to 
the pavement, his right hand being 
badly cut on the gravel as he fell. Be- 
fore he could rise, the robber named 
Morrison took a heavy cane which he 
carried and struck him a severe blow on 
the right temple, at the same time say- 
ing to his accomplice: “Get out your 
revolver and kill the —— of a ——.” 

It was then that Dobner surrendered 
and begged them to spare his life. He 
gave them about $4 in change, but had a 
purse containing about $40 which they 


did not get. 


As the robbers ran away and saw 
they were pursued, they threw away 
their canes and the money they had 
stolen. Dobner's eye was badly swol- 
len from the blow he had received. 

The man who escaped was medium- 
sized, well dressed and had a black 
mustache. He was the only one of the 
two that was armed, and it is prob- 
ably owing to this circumstance that 
Morrtson was captured. Conductor 
Paulson was himself unarmed, and 
would have been at a great disadvant- 
age if his prisoner had been provided 
with a gun.

Death of the Man Whe Was Once 
John Morrissey’s Partner.

NEW YORK, June 14.—Mike Murray, 
who has been called the richest pro- 
fessional gambler in New York, died at 
his office last night, presumably of 
heart disease. 

Murray was a partner of John Mor- 
rissey, and later ran the “Double- 
house” game in Eighteenth street, 
which became famous as the hiding- 
place ot Boss Tweed before he sailed 
for Cuba, after his escape from his 
keepérs while confined in Ludlow- 
street jail. He was one of the very 


few gamblers who died rich. All his 


life he has been interested in gambling- 
houses. Besides his games in this city 
he ran at one time a clubhouse in Sara- 
toga, and was also interested in gam- 
bling-houses in Florida. ;

FALSEHOODS OF FIATISTS. 


It is broadly stated in the resolu- 
tions adopted by the fiat silver con- 
vention, beld at Memphis, that gen- 
eral prosperity came to an end with 
the destruction of the bimetallic sys- 
tent, and that hard times, falling 
prices, idle workingmen and wide 
read depression came in with the 
gold standard, and prevails today 
wherever the gold standard has been 
adopted.” This is as much as to say 
that the only real business prosperity 
that exists on earth today is to be 
found in Mexico, China, India and the 
other countries which have not 
“adopted the gold standard,” but where 
the price of a day's work is a few—a 
wery few—cents in silver. 

But the bimetallic system has not 
been “destroyed” in the United States, 
mor has silver been “demonetized.” 
Standard silver dollars are legal tender 
to an unlimited extent anywhere in the 
United States. Silver is as truly “the 
money of redemption” as gold, excepi- 
ing as regards the minor coins, the 
legal-tender character of which is_ re- 
stricted to $5. The amount of our 
Aver coinage is limited. If it were 
pot we could not bold a silver dollar 
containing only 50 cents’ worth of sil- 
ver up to a parity with gold, worth 
intrinsically twice as much. 

The assumption that prosperity | 
ceased in 1873 is so false as hardly to 
require contradiction. Census returns 
and industrial statistics of all kinds 
Show that the volume of our products, 
the amount of our international trade, 
and the wealth of the nation, have 
almost uninterruptedly increased from 
year to year since 1873. As everyone 
pemembers, the years of 1891 and 1892, 
@uripg which the McKinley law was 
in unchallenged operation, were by far 
the most prosperous years ever known 
im the United States. More workmen 
were employed, more products manv- 
factured and sold, than during any 
other two years in the history of this 
Ration. Our foreign trade, also, 
reached higher figures during 1891-92 
than in any other two years since the 
Sstablishment of the republic. Even 

im 1895, after more than two years of 
Serious depression, due to govern- 
mental mismanagement, we are in a 
Fast better condition as a nation 
than we were in 1873, before the

Stockton proposes to hold a Fourth 
of July celebration that will be some- 
thing after the fiesta order, and to 
which her streams and rivers and 
shining lagoons will lend themselves, 
with float and canoe and flower-decked 
raft to give enchantment to the scene. 

Jubilant over the prospect of a com- 
peting line of railroad that shall link 
her with the great empire-like valley 
of the San Joaquin, she will make an- 
other declaration of independence of 
her emancipation from the domination 
of a Single railroad corporation. 

Well, the fiesta spirit is not bad for 
this State, especially when it makes a 
new spirit of enterprise and the deter- 
mination to press on along new lines 
of progress, 


It is well for the Republican party 
that Senator Stewart has left it.

The only 
wonder is that Senator Stewart's 
billy-goat whiskers did, not sooner 
draw him into the ranks of the wild- 
eyed howlers for, they Know not, what. 
It is well known in Washington that 
Stewart no longer possesses a particle 
of influence in the Senafé, where they 
know him and escape when he rises 
to roar. 


“The advocates of free coinage at 16 
to 1 by the United States alone, com- 
prise three-fourths of the voters of the 
United States,” says Senator Stewart.

The Prospects of the College—Good 
Attendance. 


Yesterday was the fourth day of the 
Southern California Baptist Convention 
‘at South Santa Monica. There were 
new arrivals, and the day’s proceed- 
ings were interesting. The Baptist col- 
lege interests occupied the morning ses- 
sion. Profi C. C. Boynton, an behalf of 
the trustees of the college, made a state- 
ment regarding the present condition 
and the future prospects. He expressed 
the confidence of himself and the trus- 
tees generally in the ultimate success of 
the institution. Prof. C. A. Wheat, the 
new president-elect, made a statement 
regarding the management of the 
school, presenting a neat catalogue giv- 
ing full particulars, and stating that 
the institution would no longer be 
known as a college,“ but as an acad- 
emy, in which as true and honest work 
would be done as anywhere in the 
State.

attend. In view of the discouraging 
outlook a year ago, all felt delighted 
that the financial clouds overhanging 
the school had suddenly passed away. 
Mr. Boynton, Jr., gave a brief talk 
regarding the religious atmosphere of 
the school, showing that the nt con- 
version of several of the students and 
the organization of a Y.M.C.A., augured 
well for its religious future. Rev. T. R. 
Evans congratulated the Baptists on 
now having a school in which all could 
have confidence. Dr. expressed 
his satisfaction in having the so-called 
college assume the proper name, acad- 
emy, and as the Doctor had contended 
earnestly for years to have it come out 
from under false colors, he was exceed- 
ingly pleased. 

The afternoon was devoted to reports 
from home missions. Rev. E. G. 0. 
Groat gave his report as assistant, 
showing a large amount of work ac- 
complished. Rev. W. W. nker ren- 
dered his annual report, showing re- 
markable progress in building, organiz- 
ing and evangelizing for the church. 
Three new chapels have been erected in 
Los Angeles alone. A strong resolution 
was offered, commendatory of the work 
of Rev. Tinker and his assistant, Rev.

BOARD OF PUBLIC WORKS. 


A New Electric Road Proposed for 
Macy Street. 

The question that worried the Board 
of Public Works at the meeting last 
week was the arrival of a decision as to 
which was the highest bidder among 
the competitors for the electric light 
franchise which the board had for sale. 
The complication in that case is fa- 
miliar to all. An almost exactly sim- 
ilar one came up for settlement yester- 
ae in the meeting of the 


Bids had been advertised for by the 
Council for a franchise to operate an 
electric railway on Macy street, 
through the East Side territory to the 
city Undts. Three bids were received 
and referred to the Board of Public 
Works for action, a bid from E. A. 
Small of $3760, from E. P. Clark of 
$1120, and from Herman de Laguna of 


Mr. Laguna appeared in person be- 
fore the board and delivered himself 
of a lengthy speech in relation to his 
bid of 3500. The gentleman endeavored 
in his address to explain to the board 
upon what grounds he based his claim 
for the electric railway franchise on 
Macy street. It was patent that he 
was the Jowest biddér, but, in spite of 
this fact, Mr. Laguna protested that 
he, and only he, deserved to be awarded 
the persimmon, ‘4 4 

“In the first place,” said Mr. La- 
guna, “you gentlemen are aware that 
for several years there have been ef- 
forts mede to have an electric road con- 
structed in this territory. To that end 
the franchise for the road was adver- 
tised several years ago and awarded to 
the highest bidder at that time, Mr. 
Strange. Mr. Strange did not build, 
for various reasons, but transferred, 
for a consideration, all his vested inter- 
est in the franchise to me. This inter- 
est I now hold.“ 

Here the gentleman was interrupted 
by President Teed, who laughed to 
scorn the idea that Strange, who had 
formally thrown up his contract and 
forfeited his deposit, could transfer any 
interest in the franchise to a second 
party. Mr. Laguna, his first proposi- 
tion having been whistled down the 
wind, drew his breath and made a fresh 
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In the. second place, then,“ he con- 
tinued, I am here to say that my 
proposition is the only one which is 
made in good faith, which is bona fide, 
and which can and will be carried out.” 
Mr. Laguna then proceeded to insinu- 
ate that Mr. Clark and Mr. Small were 
one and the same person, that they rep- 
resented the Consolidated Company, a 
concern which had been so badly mis- 
managed that in its construction it had 
Ww ed two banks in San Francisco, 
was in debt for much of its property 
and lacked at this time funds to prop- 
erly improve and carry on its system. 
Why.“ said Mr. Laguna, in a plaintive 
tone of voice, “I was laid up for two 
weeks in bed with a cold which I 
caught from riding in those blasted 
open cars!“ - 

When questioned by members of the 
board as to his own financial backing, 
Mr. Laguna loftily intimated that un- 
told wealth lay at his command, and 
further stated his willingness to con- 
sent to any proposition the board de- 
sired to make in ascertaining his finan- 
cial footing. The chief contention of 
the gentlemen, however, was that some 
ulterior and hidden purpose lay de- 
hind the bids ot his competitors; that 
in the event of their being awarded 
the franchise, there would be a cloud

4 QUESTION OF RATES. 


Vernon Farmers Seek Reduction of 
Price for Water. 


The Zanja Committee met yesterday 
afternoon in special session, to consider 
a petition addressed to the Council and 
referred’ to them from the Irrigator’s 
Association in Vernon. The petitioners 
were represented by R. W. Wood and 
J. Brewer, who gave to the committee 
a detailed statement of the wants and 
wishes of their cohstituents. 

Owing to the failure of crops in that 
territory for the past two seasons, and 
the consequent poverty of the farmers, 
it was decided by them in a recent 
meeting to petition the Council for a 
reduction in the rates charged them 
for the rental of the zanja pipes which 
they use in irrigating. * 

Under a recent decision of the Su- 
preme Court the city is not allowed 
to sell water, but it is permitted to rent 
the zanjas and this it does at a rental 
of $5 a day and $3 per night. It is these 
rates which the farmers of Vernon wish

just one- hält of the amount charged to 


out-of-town residents. The reason for 
this discrimination is found in the 
fact that the expense of keeping the 
zanja system in repair is largely borne 
by the city taxpayers. 

The committee listened to the argu- 
ments of the representatives from Ver- 
non, and, without arriving at a deci- 
sion, took the matter of reducing the 
rates under advisement. 

It is not probable, however, that any 
reduction will be made, as under the 
present rates the city does not receive 
sufficient revenue to pay the expenses 
incurred in keeping the ganja system in 
repair. It is stated that since the sys- 
tem has been in use by the city, over 
$350,000 has been spent in repairs upon 
it; and that since the first of January, 
1895, there has been spent by the city 
about $10,000 for the same purpose. 


DELINQUENT TAXES, 


A New Method ef Handling Them is 
Proposed. 


At their meeting this morning the 
Finance Committee will consider an or- 
dinance relative to a new method of 
disposing of property, upon which there 
are unpaid taxes remaining. The course 
in the past has been to advertise the 
property for sale, upon which such 
taxes are due and remain unpaid, and 
there are frequent cases on record 
where property owners have been put 
to exorbitant expenses in effecting a 
return of the property which, through 
their delinquency, had been sold to pay 
the taxes. 

Under the new ordinance which the 
committee will consider at the meeting 
this morning, the provision is made 
that all property upon which theré 
are unpaid taxes, shall revert to the 
city for ownership, instead of being sold 
to private parties, and may then be re- 
deemed by the payment within five 
years of the taxes due, with 7 per cent. 
interest added. This system has been 
in operation in the County Tax Collec- 
tor’s office for the past year and is re-

ALL QUIET NOW, BUT IT MAY 
‘BREAK OUT AGAIN. 


Sensational Accounts That Were 
Published Found to be 
Misleading. 


The Ill Feeling is There as of Yore, 
put the Authorities Are Able 
to Preserve Order at 
All Times. 


No One Seems to Know Who is the 
Author of the Warning Circular. 
The Representatives of Each 
Faction Now Accuse the 
Other of the Deed. 


The city of San Pedro is “all torn 
up” over tn article which appeared in 
the columns of the Los Angeles Herald 
on June 13, under the headlines: 
‘Trouble Brewing for the Sailors; the 
Situation at San Pedro is Critical; 
Bloodshed is Feared by the Citizens; 
Rumors of Forming a Vigilance Com- 
mittee.“ etc. 

This article is denounced by the 
prominent citizens as an outrage, and 
one calculated to injure the place in 
more ways than one. It is true that 
difficulties have occurred in the past 
between the Ship-owners’ Association 
and the Sailors’ Union, but it has been 
a long time since any trouble of @ se- 
rious character has taken place at San 
Pedro, and this fact makes the article 
all the more obnoxious to the mer- 
chants and citizens. The merchants 
say that they have enough to contend 
with, and can scarcely make ends meet 
with the trade they now have, but to 
receive a “black eye” of this sort is too 
much. The Ship-owners’ Association 
has given orders to the captains sailing 
their vessels not to buy anything in 
San Pedro that can possibly be pur- 
chased elsewhere. The Sailors’ Union 
has also sent forth a fiat of a. similar 
nature. The ship-owners claim that the 
merchants and citizens are in heart- 
and-hand with their opponents, the 
Seamen's Union, while the latter say 
exactly the reverse, and hold the mer- 
chatits responsible for several acts 
committed in that place. 

Both parties say that a circular 
which appeared last week is the cause 
of all trouble at the present time, if 
trouble there be. The circular is 
headed “Warning No. 2,” and reads as 
follows: 

„Warning No. 2: You Pay Your Money 
and Take Your Choice—If the dis- 
graceful career of the Sailors’ Union 
at San Pedro is not suppressed, and 
that right speedily, the citizens of 
this city will try a little hemp upon 
them, and let them dance upon noth- 
ing. 

“By their acts they will defeat her 
appropriation by Congress. In fact, 
they have seriously damaged it al- 
ready. 

“I am glad that the citizens have at 
last organized a Committee of Safety 

. against the labor unions of San Pedro, 
and against the Sailors’ Union in par- 
ticular. As a member of that commit- 
tee, I hereby notify all labor organi- 
zations of San Pedro that we are 
watching them and their leaders, and 
one more break on their part will 
spring the trap that we have set for 
them.” 

The Ship-owners’ agent gives Jim 
McLaren as the originator of the cir- 
cular, while Mr. Curtis, agent of the 
Seamen's Union, thinks Davis of the 
association is responsible. Be this as 
it may, the circular has been exten- 
sively circulated in San Pedro, Re- 
dondo, Santa Monica, Santa Barbara 
and Newport, while a few copies have 
found their way to San Francisco and 
Sacramento. 

In order to get at the exact status of 
the so-called trouble, The Times sent 
a special representative to San Pedro 
yesterday, who interviewed the most 
prominent business men, also the 
heads of the two- factions. The 
result shows that. while there 
is no actual violenee at the pres- 
ent time, nor has there been any 
of a serious nature for some time past, 
vet. unless some kind of an agreement 
should be entered into between the two 
tactions, it will, in time, lead to serious 
trovbie. San Pedro at the present is 
Quiet as graveyard. There has been 
me trouble for two months, and at that 
tome it was nothing more serious than 
coult be handied by the local police 
force. In fact. the citizens have the 
must perfect confidence in their force, 
a2muG gery that the insinuation in the ar- 
ticke that the Bheriff would be called 
upon u false. without foundation in 
fact. Two of the merchants told the re- 
porter they would take oath that, al- 
though they were upon the streets at 
all hours of the day and night, yet they 
had not even seen a fist fight during 
the past twelve months. 

In order to get at the actual facts 
in the matter, J. W. Davis, agent for 
the Ship-owners’ Association, and Reu- 
ben Curtis, agent of the Seamen's 
Union, were interviewed. Mr. Davis 
said: “In the first place, it will be 
n for you to know who this 
agent for the Seamen’s Union is. His 
name is Jim McLaren, and he is a 
Nova Scotian by birth. He says he 
has resigned from the agency, and a 
cockney named Reuben Curtis is now 
at the helm; but, be this as it may, Mc- 
Laren has a hand in the management 
of the union. There would not be a 
particle of trouble here did McLaren 
and his gang keep away from the as- 
sociation ships. I never go to a union 
ship, and why can't they keep away 
from ours? Two months ago McLaren 
went to Constable Schwartz and said 
that he would not permit me to put a 
crew on the schooners Lucy and J. B. 
Leeds, which were to clear in about a 
month. About two weeks ago he 
placed a patrol in front of my house 
leading to the vessels, but I fooled 
him and put non-union crews on the 
vessels, after which they cleared. One 
week ago last Saturday I placed a 
crew On @ vessel at Redondo, and Cur- 
tis, the so-called agent of the union, 
interfered. I stopped him forcibly, and 
it’s in the courts now. Last Friday, 
while I was down town to vote at the 
school election, I first saw the circular, 
“Warning No. 2. I am charged with 
having published this circular, and 
having pasted it on the door and win- 
dow of the headquarters of the Sea- 
men’s Union. I charge McLaren with 
the issuing of the same, and can prove 
it. In the first place, the portion of 
the city in which the circular was 
posted is an unsafe one for me to be 
found in after dark. My life would not 
be spared there, and I could not under 
any possible circumstances be seen 
there alone after dark. Then again, 
I took a crew to Santa Bar- 
bara last Friday. McLaren left 
here at 11:10 a.m. on that day, and 
was gone just twenty-six hours, re- 
turning here Saturday at 1:45 p.m. Dur- 
ing this time he claimed to have been 
to Santa Barbara, and having seen the 
circular posted thére. It was an impos- 
sibility for him to make the trip in the 
time claimed. 

“The citizens of San Pedro are a mi- 
nority and cannot be depended upon to 
do anything at the right time. I am 
expecting four vessels within the next 
week that have association crews. 1 
look for trouble then, and I tell you 
thore will be bloodshed and trouble 
when the Louise gets ready to sail, 
which will be within the next three or

virtually over in the north, and that 
San Pedro alone held out. For this 
reason this place is the battleground, 
and I look for trouble and possible loss 
of life.“ 

Reuben Curtis, agent of the Seamen's 
Union. was then interviewed: “Mr. 
McLaren, the former agent, left this 
morning for Sacramento, but personally 
I can say I think the circulars were 
issued by Davis, to create sympathy 
for himself in his perjury case that 
comes up for trial in Department One 


of the Superior Court, on July 8 next. | 


The only violence done in the past has 
been done by Davis himself. To be 
sure, some of our hot- headed union 
men may get too much whisky aboard 
and raise something of a noise about 
the non-union ships, but we have not 
had a case of violence reported to us for 
along time. At the present time there 
are three vessels discharging lumber 
at this port, two of them are union and 
one non-union. We will not interfere 
with the non-union ships, that is in the 
way of force. If we catch the men on 
shore and persuasion will get them to 
leave we will of course use it, but will 
not compel them to do so. The article 
you refer to says there are 200 idle sail- 
ors here. By actual count, there are but 
forty-five men out of jobs, and they 
catch work every few days in the lum- 
ber-yards. The circulars were written 
by Davis,and are for the purpose of 
infaming the worst passions of our 
— in order to create riot and fight- 
n 1 

Pedro National Bank, Postmaster Dod- 
son, Dr. Weldon, Judge I. 8. Moore 
were also called upon and expressed 
regret that an article had been sent 
out which was so much against the 
city. Said one of the gentlemen: It 
was either written to cause a sensation, 
or by some reporter who was writing 
against space. We were all surprised 
and thought it a ‘josh,’ and written to 
sell papers.”’ 

Mr. Peck and others circulated the 
following protest yesterday, which was 
given to The Times for publication. It 
was signed by every business man and 
reputable citizen of San Pedro: 

“We, the undersigned, citizens of San 
Pedro, having read in the Los Angeles 
Herald of June 13, 1895, an article under 
the headlines, Trouble Brewing, Blood- 
shed Feared by the City of San Pedro; 
A Rumor of a Vigilance Committee 
Being Formed,’ emphatically deny that 
the city of San Pedro has heard of any 
trouble brewing, or fear that any blood- 
shed will follow, or that there are any 
signs of a vigilance committee forming. 
San Pedro, as a town, has been quiet 
and peaceful for the past two years. 
Besides, we are always protected by 
four constables, two justices and a 
city marshal, who are county officers, 
and we consider the article unneces- 
sary, sensational, and uncalled for.“ 

Probably the clearest exposition of 
the whole matter is given by Judge 
Downey, Justice of the Peace at San 
Pedro, who says: “The whole thing 
can be summed up in a nutshell. Davis, 
the association agent, does not have 
the confidence of the better class of the 
citizens of San Pedro and the Seamen’s 
Union know this fact. The officers of 
the union are wily men and take ad- 
vantage of every turn. They have the 
best legal advice and go just so far and 
no farther. The fact that, while pub- 
lishing the San Pedro Sun, Davis 
Was an aggressive union man, and even 


went so far in one issue as to advise the 


burning of boats, and after his appoint- 
ment as agent of the Ship-owners’ As- 
sociation he turned completely around 
and advocates the other extreme, does 
not inspire confidence in him and the 
Seamen’s Union know this. 1 think 
that if the right kind of a man was at 
the head of the association here, trouble 
would cease and the two factions be 
less antagonistic.”’ 


HIS TEMPER ROSE. 
Police Commissioner Pirtle Struck 
a Reporter. 


Police Commissioner Pirtle yesterday 
struck W. D. Wasson, an Evening 
Record reporter. The reporter, in turn, 
had the Police Commissioner arrested 
for battery, and at the trial yesterday 
afternon he was found guilty. 

The paper in question has impeached 
Commissioner Pirtle’s official integrity 
in relation to his connection with the 
granting of a saloon license to Robert 
Kern, for the premises adjoining Jerry

Pirtle, being 
greatly incensed at Wasson’s refusal 
to leave, laid hands on him, and pushed 
him toward the door. He thought the 
reporter would then take the hint and 
go away, but Wasson was stubborn 
and returned toward Pirtle. The lat- 
ter then again laid hold of Wasson, 
and, as he still resisted, Pirtle slapped 
him on the neck under the left ear. 
He then pushed him out the door and 
kicked at him as he made his exit. 

Wasson, smarting with rage and 
pain, immediately hunted up Deputy 
District Attorney James, and swore 
out a complaint for battery against 
Pirtle. As soon as the latter heard of 
it, he went to Justice Morrison's court 
and gave himself up. 

The trial came off at 3:30 p.m. The 
courtroom was full of newspaper re- 
porters and others who came to wit- 
ness the interesting proceedings. The 
defendant was represented by ex-City 
Attorney McFarland. Deputy District 
Asornty James conducted the prosecu- 

On. 

After the examination of the princi- 
pals and an array of witnesses who 
saw the “scrap,” Justice Morrison 
found the defendant guilty, and ordered 
him to appear Monday at 9:30 a.m. for 
sentence.

Crops and Markets. 


The orange-growers are waiting for the 
promised reduction in freights in order 
that they may have a chance of getting 
rid of some of the seedlings which are 
still on the trees. Unileos the reduction 
is made soon it appears probable that a 
considerable quantity of inferior fruit 
be left unshipped. It is well to 
again remark hat from now on the pros- 
pect for inferior grades of oranges is 
likely to be very poor, as the supply of 
first-class fruit is increasing rapidly from 
year to year. The only prospect for those 
who have common varieties of seedlings 
is either to bud the trees over or to com- 
bine together and establish small fac- 
tories for the manufacture of marmalade, 
jelly and other products. 

There fs still a good demand for lem- 
ons in the East, but Southern California 
growers appear to be unable to make up 
carload lots. This year a very large area 
of lemon groves will come into bearing 
for the first time and the coming season 
ought to mark the commencement of an 
important trade in California lemons. 
Meantime, however, the lemon-growers of 
Southern California should profit by the 
criticisms of our methods of curing the 
fruit that have come from the East, and 
endeavor to rectify the mistakes that 
have been made in this direction. The 
Bastern people complain that the fruit 
reaches them in too ripe a condition. They 
prefer the lemons when they are some- 
what green. 

Deciduous fruit is now coming on the 
market more plentifully, although there 
is not so much of it for sale as is usually 
the case at this time of the year. It is 
only during the past few days that thor- 
oughly-ripe cherries have been offered in 
any quantity, with very few exceptions 
coming from the northern part of the 
State, but since it has been proved that 
excelient cherries can be raised in this 
section, particularly in the mountain dis- 
tricte, it is to be expected that from now 
on local fruit will be more plentiful from 
year to year. At prices which prevail, 
cherries should be one of the most profit- 
abie fruits that can be raised here. 
Apricots are received in considerable 
quantity, but the crop this year will be 
quite Hght, and it is not to be expected 
that prices will drop so low as during the 


‘ past few seasons, in fact the consumer of 


‘paspberries are in fair supply.

deciduous fruits in this section will prob- 
ably have to wait until peaches arrive in 
quantity before. low prices can de ex- 
pected. Strawberries are plentiful and 
Besides 
apricots, pears will probably be a short 
crop this year. The reports from the 
large raisin-producing districts of the 
State are favorable. It is said that the 
faisin-grape crop never looked better, and 
it is generally estimated that the crop of 
1895 will exceed that of 1894. As to prices, 
the demand at present is light and 
prices low. The increase in  produc- 
tion has been so great during the 
past few years that it seems as if the 
present limit of consumption had been 
reached. What the raisin men will now 
have to do is to look around for an ex- 
tension of the market. Present prices are 
certainly reasonable enough, and it looks 
as if California ought soon to be able to 
Dulld up an export trade in raisins. 

For other varieties of dried fruit there 
is little change to note. Business is quiet 
and the demand moderate, purchases being 
limited to actual wants. The quantity of 
last season's fruit left over is not large, 


but, unless the demand improves, it will 


scarcely be cleared up before the new 
fruit comes in. Under date of May 24 the 
San Francisco Fruit Exchange issued a 
circular upon California evaporated apples. 
it was claimed that the practice in this 
State of wetting the apples before pack- 
ing renders the fruit unsalable. Buyers 
want apples for their money, as they 
have plenty of water at home. The Cali- 
fornia Fruit-grower says: 

“Large handlers will in future refuse 
to oes California evaporated apples 
that have been wet with water before or 
while being packed. It is not necessary to 
use water in order to pack fruit into 
boxes. If the fruit is properly cured 
and boxed at the proper time, fifty 
pounds net of apples can be packed in 
the proper size box. Most of the apple 
boxes in use at present are too small. 
Our evaporated apples must come into 
competition with Eastern packed apples 
in the large markets of the South, and 
then comes the test. Eastern dry-packed 
apples are bright in color and prove good 

, while California wet-packed ap- 
ples are 3 colored and prove poor 
1 the warm climate of Texas, 


The following report of the dried fruit 
market is from the Johnson-Locke Mer- 
cantile Company of San Francisco: 

“AH parties interestal in the dried 
Fruit trade predicted and looked for an 
advance about April in dried aprico‘s 
and peaches. This advance did not take 
place. About that time che ruling figures 
for choice apricots in California were 5 
to 56% cents, f. o. b., at which prices sev- 
— ou large sales were made. It has since 

ed out that these goods were bought 

for speculative purposes, and a large por- 
tion of them went into cold storage in the 
vicinity of Chicago. Now this fruit, 
properiy, should not sell for as much tthe 
coming season as new, properly cured and 
bleached fruit, but, notwithstanding this, 
we these goods, being in the hands 
of the trade, will be turned out if possible, 
et a slight margin of profit, which will 
surely tend to keep down prices for new 
Stock end create a lapse of interest in 
this variety of fruit until such time as 
there goods in cold storage have been dis- 
tributed. Our Mr. Kinsey, who is still in 
the Bast, advises us there is very little 
trade for any variety of dried fruit there, 
except apricots, and these are selling in 
but a small way. The market East is 
quotable at 7 cents for a good-sized, 
bright, nicely cut Royal apricot, in sacks. 
Conesssions will be made on goods on 
the spot, outside of cold storage, to move 
quantities. Peaches bave been selling as 
— as 4% cents, delivered East.

be a very large crop of peaches in Cali- 
fornia, which must necessarily be sold, in 
order to move the immense product in 
sight, at very low prices. Unless there be 
manipulation upon the part of large buy- 
ers, we think, with the ample supply of 
apricots in sight, that this variety of fruit 
be more or less influenced in valuc

shipments have been commenced from Cu- 
camonga to the East. Both the Southern 
Pacific and Santa Fe companies expect (o 
handle large quantities of potatoes this 
year, and this should have the effect of 
improving local prices. The shipping 
business in potatoes from Southern Cali- 
fornia might be made a very important 
one, and doubtless will before long. The 
great point in growing potatoes here is 
to get them in early enough. In sections 
where there is no frost they may be 
planted immediately after the first rain, 
which usually comes at the end of No- 
vember or beginning of December. These 
sections are, however, quite limited in ex- 
tent, and such land will undoubtedly in- 
crease in price from year to year, as its 
value becomes better realized. 

The manner in which the price of hay 
keeps up is quite a surprise to dealers, 
and a pleasurable one to growers. It was 
supposed that by this time hay would 
have dropped to a low figure, but barley 
hay is quoted at from $7.50 to $9 and al- 
falfa hay (baled) at $8.50 to $10, which 
is quite a fair price considering the large 
crop in this section. There is no doubt 
that the general adoption of electricity 
and bicycles will have a more or less de- 
pressing effect on the price of hay 
from now on. The livery stables and 
street car companies, which were formerly 
the principal consumers of hay in the 
cities, now use much less than formerly, 
in fact the latter are scarcely using any 
at all. 

The outlook for the coming honey crop 
is good. This year there is an abund- 
ance of wild flowers, especially sage 
blossoms, and beemen will not have to 
purchase sugar to keep their bees alive, 
as some of them were forced to do last 
year. 

The market for dairy products and eggs 
has ruled steady during the week, with a 
fair demand. 


The Apple. 

Apples have had a hard name in Cali- 
fornia, from having been planted in loca- 
tions not adapted to the fruit, and from 
from the failure here of many kinds which 
were favorites in the Bast. As we learn 
the condition and varieties suited to our 
circumstances, this fruit is growing in fa- 
vor until may who are well qualified to 
judge would now pronounce a wise invest- 
ment in apple orchards likely to yield as 
favorable results as a similar venture in 
any other fruit. It has been found that in 
the long, hot summers of our interior val- 
leys, which produce the peach and grape in 
such perfection, the apple lacks in flavor 
and keeping qualities, while on the ccast 
the apple is comparatively a success, 
and on the mountains above the thermal 
belts, where protected from too severe 
winds, its flavor and keeping qualities are 
hard to equal anywhere. In many in- 
stances the same varieties have grown to 
nearly double the weight usual in the 
Bastern States. Success has been such as 
to warrant the planting of this fruit almost 
everywhere for family orchards and for 
local demand, and in favored places along 
the coast and in the mountains as a com- 
mercial business. When raised on the 
plains of the great valleys it is important 
that the ground should be kept in such a 
condition of moisture, either by irrigation 
or cultivation, as to guard against sunburn 
of the bark and of the fruit, and also to 
avoid the leathery consiétency and lack of 
flavor incident to lack of moisture and ex- 
cess of heat. Even in the main valleys, 
where they make a business of shipping 
fruits, they plant early varieties, like the 
Alexander and Astrakhan, for early ship- 
ment to che Territories. This trade win 
not warrant extended planting. In locali- 
ties with suitable soil, exposure and trans- 
portation facilities, at 2000 feet elevation 


or more, the apple is likely to have a fine 


flavor and good keeping qualities. Ry 
planting late varieties in such places, they 
come into market when they have only or- 
anges to compete with, and it is not un- 
usual for them, under such circumstances, 
to bring more money. 


The Pomelo. 

Mention was made in The Times re- 
cently of a case where ‘a Southern Cali- 
fornia horticulturist made $180 from nine 
pomelo trees. It cannot, of course, be ex- 
pected that such profits as these should be 
kept up very tong, but it the taste for this 
fruit continues, as there is no reason to 
suppose that it will not, the profits of 
raising mt will be very large for some time 
to come, and it is mot surprising that a 
good many people who have land adapted 
to citrus fruits are planting a portion of it 
to the pomelo. 

The pomelo is a variety of the shaddock. 
There are many varieties in cultivation, 
and of late have met with great favor in 
the Eastern markets. The fruit of most 
varieties varies in size, is generally large, 
and weighs all the way from half a pound 
to five pounds. The color resembles that 
of a citron. Skin very smooth, pulp sub- 
acid. The tree is very ornamental, has 
large, deep-green foliage; is semi-dwarf, 
and a native of China and Japan. There 
is practically only one variety so far known 
in the market, and that is the sour, bit- 
ter-rind variety. As yet the improved vari- 
eties have no commercial standing, because 
enough have not been grown to make a 
shipment that would produce an impres- 
sion. The specimens of the improved sorts 
far excel the old-tashloned, our, bitter- 
rind variety. 

The pomelo was used for many years in 
hot climates to correct acidity of the etom- 
ach, and other troubles of the digestive or- 
gans. For the past dozen years physicians 
have prescribed them for invalids with dis- 
ordered stomachs, and in many cases they 
are a panacea. Many cases are reported of 
persons suffering with disordered stom- 
achs being cured In one or two months by 
the use of the pomelo, and in Florida hun- 
dreds of cases are reported. 


— 


Gooseberries. 

One of the few fruits that has never 
been successfully raised in California is 
the gooseberry—that is to say, the ripe 
gooseberry. Gooseberries for cooking pur- 
poses are plentiful, but among the many 
tuscious varieties of fru that ere found | 


on our fruit stands the ripe gooseberry is 
conspicuous by its absence. 

In England the gooseberry is one of the 
most popular fruits. that is grown and one 
of the few that can be enjoyed by people 
cf moderate means. In that country goose- 
berries of many varieties and mammoth 
size are raised, some of the being as large 
as 4 good-sized plum. In the leading fruit 
stores of London these large gooseberries 
were, and doubtless are still, offered for 
sale in small flat baskets, containing each 
4 dozen berries, at the rate of sixpence 
(12% cents) for each basket. Birming- 
ham is a great center of gooseberry. cul- 
ture in England and a gooseberry fair 
something after the style of our citrus 
fairs is held there every year. The chief 
drawback to the culture of gooseberries 
in California is understood to be milkiew. 
Possibly the following clipp.ag from that 
standard agricultural journal, the Ameri- 
can Cultivator, may throw some light on 
the question: 

“The ‘mildew which attacks the goose- 
berry flourishes best in hot, dry ‘weather. 
It is best, therefore, to plant this crop in 
a shaded place on land naturally moist 
and mujch it well. But the mildew is 
destroyed by spraying with the Bordeaux 
mixture, so that after other precautions 
have failed tt can easily be gotten rid of. 
But the habit of the gooseberry requires 
cool and moist ground mulched every sum- 
mer to preserve greater moisture. It is 
a saying in Europe that the gooseberry 
succeeds only where the vine falls, but by 
selecting warm and dry locations for the 
vine and the opposite for the gooseberry 
both may be successfully grown in this 
country.“ 

Cool, moist localities are not plentiful in 
Southern California, but in the central and 
northern portions of the State, near the 
coast, there should be many sections where 
the culture of the gooseberry could be 
carried on successfully. 


Winter Irrigation. 

As the country develops and it is desira- 
ble to bring more land under irrigation, 
economy in the use of water is encouraged. 
The main part of the winter rains falling 
on the foothills and on the valleys them- 
selves naturally runs away and does no 
good. Now, if the soll can be made to 
take up this water, and cultivation be 
such as to avoid rapid evaporation, it will 
require that much less water during the 
dry growing season and the land will be in 
far better condition. One great advantage of 
summer-fallow for wheat is that the 
ground is loose and in condition to absorb 
the winter’s rainfall. 
in early summer not only prevents the 
weeds from going to seed, but prevents 
the land from crusting over and evaporat- 
ing the moisture. Where this system is 
well conducted, they practically farm with 
two years’ rainfall for their crop instead 
of one. It is quite possible for the skill- 
ful irrigator and cultivator without water 
rights to conserve the rainfall, when his 
neighbors think their land is wet enough 
and are allowing the water to run to waste, 
in such a way as to secure quite as good 
results as the best of them. At that time 
there is no danger of injury to plants. 


Referring to the inquiry of a correspond - 
ent, which was referred to in the farm de- 
partment last week on the subject of kainit, 
which is mentioned in an agricultural pa- 
per as the cheapest source of potash, an- 
other correspondent calls attention to the 
fact that kainkt is the word used to de- 
scribe salts of potassium, which is used in 
the manufacture of fertilizers, and kainite 
(French) is “a compound galt, consisting 
chiefly of potassium, chloride and magne- 
sium sulphate, occurring at the Stassfurt 
salt mines in Prussian Saxony.” Seventeen 
correspondents have written The Times on 
the subject, but we kainit print all their 
letters. See? 

Another correspondent—C. C. 
B information in regard to

of Germany and closely resembles common 
barrel salt. It analyzes about 60 per 
cent. alkali and 40 per cent. salt, and is 
one of the component parts of commercial 
fertilizers. Before its value was known 
as a fertilizer it was used for ballast, but

farmer may know just what he is buying.

The United States has a strong com- 
petitor for the English beef market in 
the Argentine Republic, which last year 
shipped 1,675,600 frozen sheep, 90,000 live 
sheep 29,000 quarters of beef and 28,000 
live cattle to that country. As animals 
can be raised cheaper in Argentine than 
anywhere else in the world, she is likely 
to become an important exporter. 


Whole oats are not the best feed for 
hens that are laying. They are not con- 
centrated enough, and wheat, which con- 
tains much the same elements of food as 
‘does the grain of the oat, is much bet- 
‘ter. But for young chicks there is no bet- 
ter food than ground oats eifted 80 as 
‘to take out the coarser chaff and made 
into cake.

SAN BERNARDINO COUNTY. 


A MOUNTAIN OF VALUABLE LIME 
ROCK DISCOVERED. 


Farther Details About the New 
Creamery—The Taber Trial Soon 
to Begin—An Escaped Lunatic 
Who is a Traveling Arsenal. 


SAN BERNARDINO, June 14.—(Spe- 
cial Correspondence.) The little town 
of Bloomington on the Southern Pacific 
Railway, just west of Colton, is in luck. 
Three miles to the south is a moun- 
tain, or, as some would call it, a hill, 
that has been thought of no particu- 
lar value, but recent investigations 
show that it is a mine of wealth, be- 
ing composed of the best quality of 
lime rock and the finest Parian stat- 
uary marble. The Chino sugar factory 
in refining sugar has use for great 
quantities of lime rock. It has been 
getting this from Oro Grande at con- 
siderable freight expense. The com- 
pany has now bought this mountain, 
and commenced yesterday getting out 
rock and hauling it to Bloomington, 
where today it is being loaded on the 
cars and taken to Chino to be ready 
for the opening of the factory, July 8. 

Parties have been in correspondence 
with the officials of the Southern Pa- 
cific Company, and one of them writes 
back, the letter arriving last night, 
that a branch road will be built down 
from Bloomington within thirty days 
if the right-of-way can be secured, 
and it is intended to extend this line 
through to Riverside if the right-of- 
Way can be secured at a reasonable 
figure. It is thought an effort will be 
made to follow a line praposed some 
time since when surveyors blocked out 
a road to the west of Show Mountain, 
coming into Riverside alongside Roubi- 
doux Mountain, near the site of the 
Grand Hotel that was partly built and 
then abandoned. That the new move 
will be of importance to Blomington is 
evidenced from the fact that plans have 
deen adopted for a depot at that place 
that is to be an elegant affair, pat- 
terned after the old-time missions, and 
this would hardly be done unless the 
new branch road was to be of consid- 
erable more importance than a spur to 
the marble mountain, and already 
there are symptoms of a material ad- 
vance in Bloomington realty, and a 
jubilant feeling in the minds of the 
inhabitants that makes it almost im- 
possible to hold them down to earth
